The Culture of the Figure. —How These Changes 
of Shape are Arrived At.—The Well Corsetted' 
Woman.—The Concealment of too much Plump. 

M y DEAR MAUDE — 

“■ It is really very fatiguing,” said a 
certain lady to her dressmaker when told that 
her figure was well enough for last year’s fashions, but 
would not do at all for those of this season. 

“ Isn’t it enough that I have to cast aside my gowns 
as they go out of fashion each year, without being com¬ 
pelled to change my figure ? ” 

Yet that is really what it amounts to. The standards 
of to-day require that a woman’s form should be so 
totally changed, that her last year’s frock will not fit 
her. She must be wasp-like of waist with trim, not 
too large hips and figure only slightly enlarging to the 
bust line. 

“ The glass of fashion and the mould of form ” have 
altered radically within three or four years and the 
feminine form is so far from being what it used to be 
that dressmakers have had to revise their mea sur em ents 
Directions, therefore, were given that it was to be 
lifted, and the straight front corset, strapped carefully 
| down by garters to keep the surplus flesh elevated. 
Apparently it disappeared, but in reality it only changed 
location. Some of it was added to the waist, although 
the advocates of the orthodox, original striaght front 
refuse to admit that. However, there are the dress¬ 
makers’ measurements, which prove conclusively that 
the size of the waist has increased in the last four years 
from one to two inches, and in some cases more. 
Fortunately, the development of the diaphragm, chest, 
and shoulders has maintained the proportions so that 
the larger waist has not been so conspicuous as it 
would have been under other conditions. 

Which observations naturally bring me to Madame 
Dowding, the famous corsetiere who has made a deep 
study of the subject I have been writing about and 
whose fame is literally world-wide. Those of my 
readers who are still in town but are on the 
eve of flight should make a point of visiting 
Faraday House ere they start. Madame Dowding has 
ideas, and those who love really pretty and tasteful 
things—and • what woman does not-—will find her of 
great help in making suggestions, especially in the matter 
of wedding things, equipment for yachting, and so on. 
When one is at a country place miles from anywhere 
it is difficult, if not impossible, to obtain one’s corsets, 
petticoats, and so on without fearful delay, and to the 
woman who loves to look smart even when rusticating a 
few hours of this sort of thing is so much purgatory. 
Therefore take my advice, overhaul your trunks before 
you start and if there is any deficiency hie you to 
Faraday House, 8 and io, Charing Cross Road (almost 
opposite the National Portrait Gallery), and see that 
the blank is filled by the good fairy, Dowding.

As a rule, especially in the case of smaller meetings, 
it is only on the actual morning ,ot racing, when 1 
know what horses have arrived, that I care to fix my 
opinion, and then, of course, the only means of com¬ 
municating with my readers is by telegraph. 

Those, therefore, who caire to hear from me each 
racing day for the week, by wire, containing my very 
latest and best advice, can do so by remitting their 
instructions to the Manager, at the office of The 
Pelican, io and n, Fetter Lane, London, E.C., to¬ 
gether with a postal order for ONE POUND. 


I do not send single wires, nor do I take subscrip¬ 
tions for less 'than the full week, and as a considerable 
amount of preparation ahead is necessary, 1 beg to say 
that all communications for next week’s racing should 
reach me not later than Monday morning by the early 
morning post, and as much before then as possible. 

Those who followed the advice given them in my 
notes last week must have done fairly well. The 
winner of the Grand National was given, and there was 
a nice win, the previous day, with Juliet II. in the 
AVelbeck Plate, at Soto i. Almost all my other selections, 
who ran, were at least placed. 

For the remainder, of the week, I believe that at 
Newbury to-day Hackla should win the Beckhampton 
Plate, and Canonite the Berkshire Handicap. 


On Thursday the Wilts Selling Plate may go to Too 
Late, and the Thatcham Handicap to Dutch. 

At Derby, on Friday, Kaffir Chief should take the 
Doveridge Handicap, and The Ditch the Drakelow 
Plate. 


On Saturday, Laveuse seems likely for the Derby¬ 
shire Plate, and Sundrop for the Onmaston Plate. 


There are some very rerharkable rumours current just 
now anent one of the most frequently mentioned 
animals in the Derby. Perhaps I may have more to 
say about this next week. ‘
